- If the audio format of the digital output does not match the 
capabilities of your receiver, the receiver will produce a strong, 
distorted sound or no sound at all. 

- Six Channel Digital Surround Sound via digital connection 
can only be obtained if your receiver is equipped with a Digital 
Multi-channel decoder. 

- To see the audio format of the current DVD in the On- 
Screen Display, press the AUDIO button. 

- There are two sets of AUDIO OUT jacks on the DVD Player. 
The AUDIO 0UT2 jacks could be used if you want to connect 
the DVD Player to a second piece of equipment, such as 
another stereo. Use audio cable to connect the AUDIO 0UT2 
Right and Left jacks to the Right and Left AUDIO IN jacks on 
the other equipment. 

Remember, you only need one audio and one video connection 
between the TV and the DVD Player, so you do not have to use 
all the jacks on the DVD Player. 
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General Explanation 

This manual gives the basic instructions for operating the 
DVD Player Some DVDs require specific operation or 
allow only limited operation during playback. When this 
occurs, the symbol (5 appears on theTV screen, indicating 
that the operation is not permitted by the DVD Player or is 
not available on the disc. 



Remote control operation 

Unless stated, all operations can be carried out with the 
remote control. Always point the remote control directly at 
the player making sure there are no obstructions between 
the remote and the player 

Corresponding keys on the front panel of the player can 
also be used. 



On-screen display operation 

A number of operations can be carried out via the on- 
screen display on theTV screen. Access the on-screen 
display by pressing the DISPLAY button on the remote 
control. 

Pressing DISPLAY again will clear the on-screen display 
from the screen. 

Press ▲ or T to select an item; the selected item will be 
highlighted. 

Press ^ or ► to change the setting of an item. For some 
functions, the setting will be registered immediately; for 
others, OK must be pressed.

- TV Aspect

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- Progressive Scan (Y Pr/Cr Pb/Cb connection only) 

Progressive Scan Video provides the highest quality pictures 
with less flickering. 

If you are using the Component Video jacks, but are 
connecting the DVD Player to a standard (analog) 
television, set Progressive Scan to Off. 
If you are using the Component Video jacks for connection 
to aTV or monitor that is compatible with a progressive 
scan signal, set Progressive Scan to On.

DOLBY DIGITAL/PCM: Select "DOLBY DIGITAL/ PCM" if 
you connected the DVD Player's DIGITAL OUT 
(COAXIAL or OPTICAL) jack to a Dolby Digital decoder 
(or an amplifier or other equipment with a Dolby Digital 
decoder). 

Stream/PCM: Select "Stream/PCM" if you connected the 
DVD Player's DIGITAL OUT (COAXIAL or OPTICAL) jack 
to an amplifier or other equipment with a DTS decoder 
Dolby Digital decoder or MPEG decoder 
PCM: Select "PCM" if you connected the DVD Player's 
DIGITAL OUT (COAXIAL or OPTICAL) jack to an 
amplifier or other equipment with linear PCM only (or Mini 
Disc (MD) recorder or Digital AudioTape (DAT) deck). 
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- Sample Frequency 

To change the Sample Frequency setting, first select the 

desired Digital Audio Output as indicated above. 

If your receiver or amplifier is NOT capable of handling 

96KHz signals, select 48KHz.When this choice is made, this 

unit will automatically convert any 96KHz signals to 48KHz 

so your system can decode them. 

If your receiver or amplifier is capable of handling 96KHz 

signals, select 96KHz.When this choice is made, this unit will 

pass each type of signal through without any further 

processing. 



Language 

- Language (Disc Audio, Disc Subtitle and Disc 
Menu) 

Select a language for the disc's Menu, Audio and Subtitle.

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Parental control (DVD only) 

Movies on DVDs may contain scenes not suitable for 
children.

WHO IS COVERED? 

You must have proof of the date of purchase to 
exchange your productA sales receipt or other docu- 
ment showing the date that you purchased the product 
is considered such proof.
